Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 are allowable over the art of record. 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
suggestion or teaching in the art of record to provide a nonvolatile semiconductor memory 
device or a method of writing a nonvolatile semiconductor memory device having a write 
circuit arranged per a bit line or a plurality of bit lines comprising a plurality of latch 
circuits and being configured to perform write operation to a plurality of pages by 
repeating continuous program operation which continuously performs program operations 
on a plurality of pages while a voltage generating circuit is continuously generating a 
voltage necessary for program operation, and continuous verify operation which 
continuously performs verify operations on a plurality of pages while the voltage 
generating circuit is continuously generating a voltage necessary for verify operation, in 
combination with the remaining claimed limitations as recited in the independent claims 1, 
5, 16 and 18.
